No Time For Experiments Says Head of 


Ship Board-"We've Got to Put All the 
Smash and Drive We've Got Into War" 


WASHINGTON. 
June 25.—Declar- 


ing the nation cannot afford to con- 
duct experiments at this time, Chair- 
man Hurley oir the shipping board to- 
day opposed absolute prohibition be- 
fore the senate agricultural commit- 
tee. 


"We've got to put all the smash and 


drive we've got into this war," de- 
clared Mr. Hurley. 
"U'e'vc 
got 
to 


light, fight and still fight with every 
muscle straining", and put aside non- 
essential 
experiments, if we are 
to 


wring victory from the Huns." 


1-le' said that in his opinion there 


would be more risk connected with 
prohibition at this time than in the 
conscription of labor, as taking of 
beer away from workmen would be a 
practical interference with labor. 


Percy H. Johnston, vice president of 


the Chemical National bank of New 
York, speaking for a committee 
of 


bankers from the principal cities, told 
the committee 
an absolute 
prohibi- 


tion amendment forbidding the with- 
drawal of spirits from bond would re- 
sult in a financial catastrophe, throw- 
ing many banks and 
thousands of 


firms into brankruphcy. 


Postmaster General Burleson joined 


in expressing fear that prohibition at 
this time might interfere with prose- 
cution of the war. He said he was not 
prepared to say whether it was nec- 
essary to conserve food and suggested 
that the committee confer with the 
food administration. 


Mr. Hurley answering many ques- 


tions by prohibition advocates on the 
committee, said the chief labor diffi- 
culties in shipbuilding had occurred 
in "dry" territory. 'It was brought out 
that 125,265 men are employed at ship- 
yards in prohibition states and 290,157 
in "wet" territory. 
Daniel a and * Gomiient Speak 


Secretary Daniels appeared to ad- 


vocate prohibition. He said his dry 
order in the navy had resulted in in- 
creased efficiency and proved its value. 
"If you say we must have saloons 
outside the doors of the navy yards 
to increase efficiency of the workmen." 
he added, "you can say also it is neces- 
sary for the men in uniform to have 
liquor."

LONDON, June 25.—An Important 


debate was opened in the house of 
commons today by Sir Edward Carson 
the Ulster leader, who, in accordance 
with a previous arrangement, raised 
the whole question of 'the 
govern- 


ment's policy in Ireland, with special 
reference to the recent proclamation 
of the 
lord lieutenant and the re- 


cruiting movement. 


The occasion has been awaited with 


much interest as it was known that 
Edward Shortt would make his first 
speech as chief secretary for Ireland, 
while it was also expected .generally 
that Premier 
Lloyd 
George 
would 


have an important declaration regard- 
ing home rule and conscription. 


Anticipation that the Irish Nation- 


alists would avail themselves of the 
occasion and return to Westminister 
after an absence of several 
weeks, 


was not fulfilled and the debate lack- 
ed some interest on that account. The 
nationalists, however, have no inten- 
tion of making- their withdrawal from 
parliament permanent. 
John Dillon, 


the Irish leader, declared Monday that 
they would return when the anti-con- 
scription conference in Dublin 
had 


concluded its sittings and a favorable 
moment had arrived. 


Several members favoring the es- 


tablishment 
of federal governments 


within the United Kingdom, 'were no- 
tified to submit .a resolution for'the 
creation of such legislation, and the 
premier expected to receive during-the 
course of the day a deputation

Lloyd George Tells Commons Drive May 


Begti In Few Days—Praise for U. S. 


LONDON", June 25.—Premier Lloyd 


George announced yesterday that the 
next couple of months would bo anx- 
ious ones. 
There might be a great 


blow coming in the next few hours, 
he said, and certainly in the next fen- 
days, and on this • blow the issue of 
the campaign might depend. The en- 
tente allies, he added, never felt bet- 
ter prepared to meet it. He said the 
Austro-Hungarians were in full 
re- 


treat. The question now was. he add- 
ed, whether they would be able to ef- 
fect a retreat. 
Mr. Lloyd George emphasized 
the 


difficulty and almost impossibility of 
dealing with Russia, with her. many 
differing and changing governments. 
He agreed, however, that it would be 
to the interest of the British people. 
and also Just and equitable, if Russia 
wanted it, that Great Britain 
stand 


by Russia. 
Praise for the U. S, 


Replying to criticisms of the mili- 


tary policy and to suggestions that 
the cabinet had overruled military ad- 
vice, Premier Lloyd George said he 
thought that Mr. Bonar Law last week 
had given all the information that 
could be furnished at the present mo- 
ment consistent with military pru- 
dence. Naturally questions about the 
distribution and numbers of 
troops 


could n.ot be answered. 


Concerning the American troops, the 


numbers arriving since 
March 
21. 


said the premier, had been more than 
satisfactory and he added: 


"It is an amazing piece of organi- 


zation which has enabled the bringing 
of such vast numbers 
of 
first-rate 


American troops to France." 


In declining to give figures as to 


the numbers of American troops, the 
premier said they were quite enough 
to encourage the allies and disappoint 
and ultimately defeat the central pow- 
ers. They were of the. very best qual- 
ity and many were already on the fir- 
ing line. 
He hoped that soon very 


many more would be there. 
Resents Disclosure of Secrets 


A breezy altercation arose between 


Mr. Hogge and the premier on a refer-, 
ence to something said during a se- 
cret session, Mr. Lloyd George warmly 
protesting against Mr. Hogge commit- 
ting a breach of faith in referring to 
a secret. The incident was provoked 
by the premier defending his earlier 
Statement that at the opening of the 
German offensive in March the con- 


tending forces were as nearly as pos- 
sible equal. 


Dealing- with the 
happenings since 


then, the premier said .thflt. the Ger- 
mans 
had 
enormously exaggerate*: 


the losses they had inflicted on the 
allies, and it was just possible that 
the allies might be exaggerating the 
losses inflicted on the Germans. What 
was certain, however; was that there 
had been a great drain on the enemj 
reserves. 


It. was impossible, 
continued 
the 


premier, to make a computation of the 
relative strength of the forces at the 
present date; 
The American troops 


were arriving at a great rate, and he 
should he very surprised if in a. com- 
paratively 
short 
time 
the 
allied 


strength 
on the western front was 


not greater than the German. 
Huns at End of Resources 


The Germans were in the position 


of having to throw in their last re- 
serves within the next two months, 
and lacked further reserves except by 
the most drastic combing from essen- 
tial industries. 
There were 
indica- 


tions that they were already resorting 
to such combing, which proves that 
the allies had inflicted heavy losses 
in the course of this campaign. 


In the next couple of months, said 


the premier, the position would natur- 
ally be an anxious one. but the allied 
position was gradually improving, and 
he could say without boasting, which 
ivould be folly, that the allied generals 
felt confidence as to the issue. 


Turning to recent battles, the pre- 


mier declared that the enemy had in- 
tended to reach Compiegne, but had 
failed and were beaten back by the 
French army.

CAMP DEVENS. June 
25.—Eight 


hundred soldiers of the Boston 
regi- 


ment, who yesterday 
morning 
owed 


' allegiance to princes and potentates 


and sovereigns of 
European 
states, 


were full fledged Americans, undivided 
in their loyalty, citizens as -well as 
soldiers of the United States last night. 


They stood before Judge James 
H. 


Morton Jr. of 
the 
federal 
district 


court, 
yesterday 
afternoon 
in 
the 


Y.M.C.A. 
auditorium, 
raised 
their 


right hands, renounced their fidelity to 
14 foreign powers and 
declared 
on 


their oath that they were ready 
to 


defend the constitution and 
laws of 


the United States of America. 


Such a scene, in its significance 


•well as in its surroundings, New Eng- 
land had 'never before witnessed.* 
Court Breaks Precedent ' 


.The federal district court sat for 


the first time in its history outside 
conventional court chamber. The court 
yesterday was a barn-like room, used 
more often as a gymnasium than for 
any other purpose. 
The only decora- 


tion was a huge American flag hu 
from the wall facing the men. 


Judge Morton, in his flowing black 


judicial robes, sat in a camp chair on 
a slightly raised platform, 
presiding 


from behind a "kitchen" table. 


Before him stood the 
800 seeking 


citizenship., every last one of them in 
the uniform of 
our 
army, 
showing 


that they were as ready to pledge al- 
legiance with their 
lives 
as 
with 


their oaths. They jammed and jostled 
to get closer. 
At the signal from 


court officer to raise their hands they 


and brawny arms 
shot those tanned 
high into the air. 
Fourteen Nations Represented 


In the 
faces 
massed 
before 
the 


bench were the characteristics of the 
14 nations, from which the soldiers or 
their parents had emigrated. No army 
in the world could have mustered such 
a cosmopolitan crowd. 


Italians, 
Russians, 
Turks, 
Portu- 


guese, Norwegians, 
Greeks, 
Swiss, 


Belgians, Swedes, Rumanians, Dutch, 
Persians, two Austrians and hundreds 
of subjects of the 
British 
empire— 


these were all there. 
They became 


Americans. 


Then they heard from Judge 
Mor- 


ton a speech inspired by the unusual 
group before him. a challenge to them 
to sustain the traditions sought for. 


To these SOO soldiers—because i.;iey 


are soldiers—the citizenship was giv- 
en without any of the formalities of 
fees surrounding civilian applications. 


Every last requirement was waived, 


except that of being able 
to 
write 


their names. There were many in the 
SOO, in fact, who knew little else about 
the language of this country. 
They 


had come into the army only recently. 
But they knew the army and the coun- 
try and interpreters had talked with 
them about the step they were tak- 
ing.

We are having hot weather now arid 
sweltering in our heavy woolen un- 
derclothing and winter uniforms.

I don't think we will 
be lucky enough to draw any khakis, 
but we will have some thin underwear 
and socks. 
I have graduated from

They said the presi- 
dent was "very enthusiastic" in his 
support of the amendment. 


The president is understood to have 


reiterated his belief that the suffrage 
resolution is an important war mea- 
sure and vital in its effects both' upon 
this country and abroad. The adop- 
tion of the resolution, the president is 
said to have told the senators, will 
prove a striking demonstration of the

in

States.

between the United States and Great 
Britain 
for reciprocal 
operation of 


army draft laws to- their citizens, in- 
cluding Canadians, were ratified late 
yesterday by the senate without a 
dissenting vote. 
. It is estimated 
that 
some 54,000 


American citizens in the British em- 
pire, including 36,000 in Canada, and 
310,000 British subjects in the United- 
States, 
including 
60,000 Canadians, 


will be affected 
by the treaties. 
A. 


new clause inserted in the treaty pro- 
vides that citizens of signatory na- 
tions exempt from the draft at home, 
such as the Irish and 
Australians, 


shall not be subject 
to draft in the 


country of their foreign residence. 


Ratification 
of the 
convention 
is 


made dependent in a supplementary 
resolution adopted by the senate upon 
issuance of a proclamation by Presi- 
dent Wilson formally announcing that 
American citizens under 21 and over 
31 years of age are 
not 
subject 
to 


draft under the United States selec- 
tive act. This is a technicality to meet 
British draft laws and to prevent the 
drafting of Americans resident in the 
British 
empire 
who are below 
or 


above the draft ages as fixed by acts 
of congress. 


Citizens of either 
country 
drafted 


by the other would not lose their cit- 
izenship by reason 
of their service, 


and each 
government 
is given 
the 


right to issue certificates of exemp- 
tion to their citizens upon application 
or otherwise within 60 days after the 
ratification of the treaties.

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LARGE BOARDING HOUSES NEEDED 


The officials of (be United States government 
concerned 
with 
i 


- housing problem in ibis city will have to deal with an allied necessity 


almost equal importance, namely, that of providing boarding houses 
restaurants in which the operatives can get their meals at a reasonable 
rate and without undue delay. 


At the present time, on account pf the steady increase in the price 


food, nobody cares to go into the boarding house business. , Those who 
are in it, with the exception of the quick lunch rooms, and it difficult to 
mate both ends meet. Nor is this surprising when beef steak has reached 
the price of 70 cents a pound, 
with the cost of other table necessaries 


proportionately high. 


It would be 
well if 
the government 
opened a 
few big boardin 


houses in which several thousand people could be accommodated. 
The 


mere fact of buying in large quantities might enable them to 'give fairly 
good board at reasonable rates. It is war time, of course, and the law 
of conservation on certain lines of food will necessitate changes in the 
bill of fare that the ordinary street boarding house cannot very well en- 
force. With the one under government control, the ease 
would 'be dif- 


ferent. 
The boarders would not be so likely to kick over the quality of 


W!.: bread, the substitution 
of fish for 
meat occasionally, and compli- 


ance with the various other rules laid down 
from time to time by the 


food administration. 


In spite of the alleged scarcity of lodging places, it is claimed that 


there are 
many acceptable rooms unoccupied in different parts of 
the 


city because there are no boarding places in the vicinity. 


This then, is one of the matters that should receive 
attention at 
the 


same time as the housing problem, inasmuch as its proper solution would 
help an equally large number of workers. 


THE 
ITALIAN 
VICTORY 


It seems that the rout of the Austrians by Italy is one of the most 


important victories yet won in behalf 
of the allies in the present war. 


It comes, too, at a most opportune time, as it will assuredly relieve the 
pressure by the Germans on the western front. 


Indeed, the Austrian drive was planned to aid the Germans in their 


operations in the west, and now that it has had an opposite effect, it re- 
mains for the allies to make the most of it by enabling Italy not only to 
hold the ground gained, but to drive the Austrians back to the Isonzo. 


Indeed, in view of the disorder prevailing in Austria at the present 


time if this victory be followed up, there may be a chance to gain such 
advantage as will force her to surrender. 


With t'ue Germans preparing to strike another blow in the west, the 


allies cannot weaken the defenses of Paris or of the Channel, but Gen- 
eral Foch can be relied upon to render the greatest aid possible to Italy 
in this glorious opportunity. 


Thus fax, the Italian victory has upset all the war plans of Ger- 


many and it may have far reaching results in changing the whole aspect 
of the war and hastening its termination. 


TURKEY'S WAR AIMS 


Judging from the war aims o£ Tur- 


key as given out through Turkish and 
Berlin newspapers, the Sultan has 
been filled to the eyes with the same 
kind of stuff that keeps the German 
people under the spell o£ an unprece- 
dented victory to come. 


Turkey wants the surrender of all 


parts o£ Palestine and Mesopotamia 
now occupied by England; she wants 
the restoration o£ her domination in 
Egypt, with domination o£ Persia- and 
the eradication of British influence^ in 
both Egypt and Persia. Then 
she 


wants an Ottoman prince in the Cri- 
mea, a German prince in Georgia, and 
an Austrian princo in Armenia, as re- 
gents. In addition to this she wants 
Austria to keep the occupied parts of 
northern Italy until Tripoli and other 
provinces are returned to Turkey. 


Evidently Turkey believes that there 


will be a general subdivision 
of the 


allied nations among the Central Pow- 
ers but Turkey will be fortunate if 
she be allowed to retain her foothold 
in Europe. Next to the Kaiser 
the 


Sultan of. Turkey is the worst sinner 
against Christianity and even against 
humanity itself. It is not impossible 
that even the Sultan as well as Em- 
peror Carl, will soon have their minds 
disabused of the stuff 
which 
they 


have been accepting as gospel truth 
from the Kaiser. 


It is really astounding that a people 


60 ingenious as the 
Germans 
have 


been so easily deluded as to the pow- 
er, the intentions and the resources of 
the 
Entente 
Allies and even to a 


greater extent in reference to 
the 


United States. 


Until quite recently, the Germans be- 


lieved the United states wouldn't fight. 
Still later they concluded we couldn't 
tight, but now they are getting a 
practical demonstration ot 
the 
fact 


that we can and we will fight. 


Austria is practically ready to quit. 


Bulgaria is also complaining and Tur- 
key is not much better off. All three 
are sick of the war and, like the Ger- 
man people, are anxious to have the 
Kaiser call it off and let them enjoy 
the fruits of the world domination that 
the Kaiser has promised. 


But before that comes the Teutons 


will have to conquer the Allies and 
they are no nearer to that goal today 
than they were several 
years 
ago. 


They arc beginning to discover ^hat 
they are doomed to defeat, hut 
the 


Kaiser will not admit it 
until 
the 


Allies shall have reached the gates of 
Berlin.

New England must save coal in or- 


der to sot through next winter, says 
Mr. Storrow. That warning should he 
taken seriously, not 
only by t.'ouso- 


holders but by the factories and power 
plants.. 


It \s notioonblfl that In somo fac- 


tories the dense smolto escaping from 
the chimneys indicates the most lav- 


ish waste as a result of unskilful stok- 
ing. Where soft coal is used there are 
instances in which a large proportion 
of it is carried off in dense smoke 
only to be spread over the city and 
enter the homes of the people.. 


We presume the smoke 
inspector 


does not care to trouble the factories 
now rushing on government 
orders 


even though they do waste coal by 
letting it pass off in black smoke. 


The Electric Lighting Company and 


several 
other 
big 
manufacturing 


plants have remedied the smoke nui- 
sance; but some other companies are 
still heavy losers by their failure to 
adopt the methods by . which this 
waste can be eliminated. 


If, as rumored, New England will be 


coal rationed next winter, the prefer- 
ence" to be given to factories employed 
on government orders, then there will 
be all the more reason for conserva- 
tion. The situation certainly is such 
as to make any form o£ waste in fuel 
much more culpable than ever before.

WASHINGTON, 


the United State: 


June 
25.—What 


learned at great 


cost in digging the Panama canal IB 
beginning to pay rich 
dividends in 


aiding the construction of the great 
new merchant marine now building 
Comparable in size and imperials, 
the two jobs have other striking aim 
ilarities in the problems of sanitation 
which threatened the success of work 
on the Isthmus, but which are being 
solved quickly In this country through 
the radical reforms in health regula- 
tion and community spirit found so 
effective there. 
Under direction of Lieutenant Col- 


onel 
Philip S. Doane, the shipping 


board's department of health and san- 
itation is supervising everyone of the 
scores of shipyards for the protection 
of workers. 
Eager co-operation has 


been received 
from state, municipal 


and industrial agencies, which recog- 
nize that the improved 
conditions 


sought, to be created are of more than 
passing benefit 
in the 
matter of 


health, as well as 
"good business." 


Results- have justified the efforts by 
lessening, the labor 
turn-over, 
de- 


creasing the loss of time due to sick- 
ness and hastening the output of the 
ships needed to win the war. 
Some striking instances of the de- 


partment's work were made public to- 
day by the shipping board. 
Some weeks ago, at a little shipyard 


recently set down in a, rather sleepy 
Atlantic coast town, an outbreak 
of 


dysentery was reported 
among ship- 


yard workers. 
The shipping board's 


sanitary engineer 
found 
that, while 


the drinking water supply used in the 
yards was entirely pure, being ehlo- 
rfnated, there. was a temporary water 
supply for concrete mixing", in which 
polluted river water was used. 'Work- 
men had. drunk from, the conci'ete wa- 
ter supply, despite warning signs. As 
the 
best way of eliminating 
all 


chances in the matter, the sanitary 
engineers arranged for purifying the 
concrete water too, using chloride of 
lime to make it safe to drink. 
Uncle Sam Ordered Clean-up 


One of the oldest communities in 


New England, a place of considerable 
population was found to be without a 
health officer, to .have dangerous open 
sewers, and lack garbage collection, 
tvhen an old shipyard in that town 
-was rehabilitated, 
Uncle Sam said:

To Kill Off Mosquitoes 


Mosquito work will probably play as 


important a part in ship building this 
summer, the country over,,as it did in 
the building of the Panama canal. In 
several dozen localities active drain

One of notable pro- 


ject in that line is the work at tho big 
Hog Island yard, near 
Philadelphia, 


where 5250,000 Is being spent in per- 
manent ditching which is intended to 
rid that locality of mosquitoes for all 
time. . The state of Pennsylvania has 
contributed $75,000. the city of Phila- 
delphia $45,000, 
and

interests have also appropriated mon- 
ey.

hea.lth - and sanitation 
covers much 


more than 
the cleaning up of un- 


healthy conditions. 
The comfort and 


convenience of workers is also impor- 
tant. Every shipyard is required to 
have medical 
and hospital facilities, 


and these are inspected, and informa- 
tion gathered about disease, epidemics 
and accidents. 
The living quarters 


of shipyard workers are investigated, 
and recommendations made for their 
convenience and 
comfort in 
bunk 


houses, homes, transportation to and 
from work, and recreation.. 
Lunch- 


room and kitchen facilities are stud- 
ied with a view to seeing that men get 
nourishing food, 
in clean surround- 


ings," at reasonable prices. 
This in- 


volves investigation of milk, meat and 
ice supply, 
food storage facilities, 


cooking and dish-washing equipment, 
and so forth. 


There was a shipyard on the Great 


Lakes which had difficulty last fall in 
keeping" a working force of 1,000 men. 
Its labor turnover was very large. In- 
vestigation showed that the yard had 
grown so fast that too little attention 
bad been paid 
to providing 
for the 


comfort and 
convenience of 
ship 


workers. The lunchroom was inade- 
quate, the food poor, it -was difficult 
for new workers 
coming in to find 


5ood living quarters, and there was 
little in the way of bathing facilities 
or recreation. 


Today this shipyard is fully manned 


and has little trouble in keeping good 
workers. The expensive item of labor 
[urnover has been reduced until it is 
practically -negligible. 
The company 


purchased 
an old passenger steam- 


ship, brought it to the shipyard and 
converted 
it into 
a floating" hotel. 


Tirst class 
kitchen 
equipment, 
was 


nstailecl. with toilets, washrooms and 
other 
conveniences, 
providing good 


merils for two or three hundred men. 
A. large dormitory .was built near the 
yard, with 
a clubroom 
at one end 


,vhere men 
could read, write, 
play 


lool or cards, have 
music and visit 


and smoke. 
The sleeping rooms in 


his dormitory were warmed by hot 
air last winter, and the piping system 
is to bp used this summer for blowing 


cool air through th» corridors. With 
theso conveniences for making their 
work pleasant, the employes prgnn- 
iz^fl 
a "Shipbuilders' Service Club," 


elected 
officers, 
and 
arranged 
for 


baseball, bowling and 
basket 
ball 


games, with dance* and other social 
affairs among themselves. 


It Is now becoming a matter of 


pride among ship workers in that yard 
to serve for the period of tha war, and 
arrangements hove been made where- 
by every man who remains in 
the 


employ of the company until the end 
of the war will receive 
a certificate, 


showing that he not only served in the 
fight for democracy, but that he stuck 
at his post until the fight was won.

GOVERNOR'S 
OFFICE, 
STATE 


HOUSE, BOSTON, June 25.—The Julj 
number of The Forum will publish a 
long article written by Governor Sam- 
uel W. McCall .on "Putting .Massa- 
chusetts in tha War," which will tel 
the detailed war activities 
of 
the 


commonwealth. 
The article will re- 


late the organization of the Massachu- 
setts committee on public safety and 
the reasons of its organizations. 
It 


will reveal how the commonwealth 
of Massachusetts was put behind the 
president. It will contain a brief re- 
port of a conference of New Engianc 
governors held in Boston, including 
ihe military information supplied by 
General Leonard Wood. It will reveal 
the rapid legislative action 
of 
the 


state and other war details of the 
state administration. 


Speaking of the cause of the war 


the governor says: 


"In the grievous and tragic crisis 


of this terrific world war, it becomes 
the duty and the privilege of an ex- 
ecutive, from time to time,, to report 
upon the exercise of his official re- 
sponsibility; not merely to present in 
cold accuracy a list of official obliga- 
tions fulfilled, but to make a closer, 
a warmer declaration of his relation- 
ship to the will of the people. It is 
not surprising that during these fifty- 
three years of prosperous peace with 
the exception of our 
episode 
with 


Spain) that the. national government 
has not kept itself in lighting condi- 
tion, has not prepared for a. real war, 
AVhile not believing in \vnr, yet hav- 
ing the war thrust upon us, I felt that 
it \vas our plain duty to prepare to 
the utmost and ^age the war vigor- 
ously." 


Sneaking of the delay of congress 


the governor ?ay.s: 


"In vie\v of our idoais of peaceful 


democracy; in viow of the fact that 
we were a people without hatreds and 
without external ambition; it was not 
surprising that \\c. were not ready for 
war. 
When tho national congress ad- 


journed at this time, it expired with- 
out making, so fnr ns iiny war mea- 
sures were concerned, the appropri- 
ations necessary to enable the country 
even to begin its war work. And this, 
notwithstanding the fact that weeks 
before the adjournment of congress 
we were so near an actual war with 
a great military powor, that the de- 
claration might hnvo come any hour, 
any day, any week." 


Speaking: of the conference of New 


England governor* in tho state.house 
in Boston, the governor says: 


"I Issued an invitation to tho other 


governors of the Xew England states 
to moot with me at the slate houso In 
Boston on March 13, 1017. 
This was 


nn executive Rcwjiun hold in tho his- 
toric hnilOnch council ohnmbcr at tho 
state house, and was tho birthday of 


an organization for mutual 
-and 
co-operation that marks the be- 


ginning of a united legislative prin- 
ciple for the whole of New England." 


Speaking of the speed of legislative 


war action in the state the governor 
says. 
"Massachusetts, T believe, was the 


first state to foresee that the best ser- 
vice it could render the ultimate de- 
mand of the national government up- 
on the resources of the United States 
was to be prepared in man-power and 
money." 
Speaking of the national guard of 


Massachusetts the governor says: 
"I have on my desk at the state 


house the shell of the first shot fired 
against Germany by American soldiers 
in the national guard, and probably 
by any American soldier. 
It was a 


typical battery of the Massachusetts 
troop, of which we have over 95,000 
in the military and naval service."

WASHINGTON. June

big tax payers to file amended returns 
in -which advantage is taken of all 
available technicalities to reduce taxes 
are operating extensively throughout 
the United States, tending to deprive 
the government of millions of dollars. 
These reports reached ilie 
internal 


revenue bureau just as it was gather- 
ing in the' last harvest of income and 
excess profits taxes, due tonight at 
ihe latest. Taxes not paid today will 
be subject to imposition of the pen- 
alty of five per cent and one per cent 
a month additional. 
Scores of men who have familiarized 


themselves with technical phases of 
the revenue law particularly relating 
to reductions 
allowable are canvas- 
sing concerns which have made tlicir 
returns and paid their taxes, it is re- 
pbrted, proposing that they be em- 
ployed to work out new returns on 
which the tax payment would be less, 
and be compensated with a percentage 
of the amount of taxes saved 
the 


concern. These agents then have the 
concerns tile amended returns and ap- 
ply for refund of the over-payment. 
Tax officials are planning steps to 


stop the abuse of the system.

is no legal objection, they point out, 
to the employment of expert profes- 
sional ad.vice in making out returns 
originally or even in correcting gross 
errors which cause injustice to tax-

Both the 
emperors, in the presence of leading 
statesmen, assured each other solemn-' 
ly that they would not only loyally 
abide by the existing alliance, but 
also intended to strengthen, widen and 
deepen it in political, military and 
economic directions. 


"Pursuant to the expression of the 


will of these two august personages, 
responsible statesmen forthwith en- 
tered Into corresponding negotiations. 
During his -visit to Berlin. Baron Bu- 
rian discussed the fundamental ques- 
tions thoroughly in conference with 
the chancellor, the exchanges of views 
being carried on further in writing. 
They probably will be continued on the 
occasion of the chancellor's return vis- 
it to Vienna. 


"With Bulgaria, too, recent events, 


especially the peace negotiations, have 
facilitated the drawing: closer of many 
personal and political ties.

matter of regret, which the German 
public shares, that Premier Radoslav- 
off, who has been a pillar of our al- 
liance, recently resigned for internal 
political reasons.

France and England Named as Next 


Powers In Order of Culpability by 
Von Kuehlmann—Discusses War Aims 


AMSTERD.WI, June 25.—Germany's 


war aims were briefly set forth, this

deeper we go into the causes of this 
war, the clearer it becomes that the 
power which planned and desired the 
war was Russia; that France played 
the next worse role as instigator, and 
that England's policy has very dark 
pages to show." 


Referring to Germany's war aims,

Begin In Few Days—Praise for U. S. 


LONDON. June 25.—Premier Lloyd 


George announced yesterday that the 
next couple of months would be anx- 
ious ones. 
There might be a great 


blow coming in the next few hours?, 
he said, and certainly in the next few 
days, and on this blow the issue of 
the campaign might depend. The en 
tente allies, he added, never felt bet- 
ter prepared ^to meet it. He said the 
Austro-Hungarians were in full re- 
treat. The question now was, he add- 
ed, whether they Would be able to ef- 
fect a retreat. 


Mr. Lloyd'- George emphasized 
the 


difficulty and almost impossibility of 
dealing with Russia, with her many 
differing and changing governments. 
He agreed, however, that it would be 
to the interest of the British people, 
and also just and equitable, if Russia 
wanted it, that Great Britain 
stand 


by Russia. 
Praise for the U. S. 


Replying to criticisms of the mili- 


tary policy and to suggestions that 
the cabinet had overruled military ad- 
vice, Premier Lloyd George said he 
thought that Mr. Bonar Law last, week 
had given all the information that 
could be furnished at the present mo- 
ment consistent with military 
pru- 


dence. Naturally questions about the 
distribution and numbers oi 
troops 


could not be answered. 


Concerning the American troops, the 


numbers arriving since 
March 
21, 


said the premier, had been more than 
satisfactory and he added: 


"It is an amazing piece of organi- 


zation which has enabled the bringing 
of such vast numbers 
of 
first-rate 


American troops to France." 


In declining to give figures as to 


the numbers of American troops, the 
premier said they were quite enough 
to encourage the allies and disappoint 
and ultimately defeat the central pow- 
ers. 
They were of the very best qual- 


ity and many were already on the fir- 
ing line. 
He hoped that soon very 


many more would be there. 
Resents Disclosure of Secrets 


A breezy altercation arose between 


Mr. Hogge anfl the premier on a refer- 
ence to something said during a se- 
cret session, Mr. Lloyd George warmly 
protesting against Mr. Hogge commit- 
ting a breach . of faith in referring to 
a secret. The incident was provoked 
by the premier defending his earlier 
statement that at the opening of the 
German offensive in March the con- 


tending forces were as nearly as pos- 
sible equal. 


Dealing with the 
happenings since 


then, the premier said that the Ger- 
mans 
had 
enormously 
exaggerated 


the losses they had inflicted on the 
allies, a.nd it was just possible tha 
tho allies might be exaggerating the 
losses inflicted on the Germans. M'hru 
was certain, however, was that there 
had been a great drain on the enemj 
reserves. 


It was impossible, 
continued 
the 


premier, to make a computation of the 
relative strength of the forces at the 
present date. 
The American troops 


were arriving at a great rate, and he 
should be very surprised if in a com- 
paratively 
short 
time 
the 
allied 


strength on the western front was 
not greater than the German. 
Huns at End of Resources 


The Germans were, in the position 


of having to throw in their last re- 
serves within the next two months, 
and lacked further reserves except by 
the most drastic combing from essen- 
tial Industries. 
There were 
indica- 


tions that they were already resorting 
to such combing, which proves that 
the allies had inflicted heavy losses 
in the course of this campaign. 


In the next couple of months, said 


the premier, the position would natur- 
ally be an anxious one, but the allied 
position was gradually improving, and 
he could say, without boasting, which 
would be folly, that the allied generals 
felt confidence as to the issue. 


Turning to recent battles, the pre- 


mier declared that the enemy had in- 
tended to reach Compiegne. but had 
failed and were beaten back by the 
French army.

and socks. 
I have graduated

I have the fastest one In the 
bunch because there is no governor on 


my engine. 
T^ho boat just camo .out 


of the garage last week with a now 
coat ol paint and a regenerated motor 
and is running like a bird. 'I spent 
all the morning

and shooting oil. 1 am quite busy, bo- 
cause I haul gas and .supplies besides 
going on all the convoys with extra 
ga« and tools. 
Besides this, when 


car gets stuck out on the road I go 
out and tow it in. I haven't towed 
any in yet because the only car that 
has broken down since we have been 
here was my own and they managed 
to brins1 that in under its own power.

Associated Press.)—The German sol- 
diers generally are tired of the war, 
but the patience of the people as a 
whole, especially the middle classes, is 
marvellous in view of the prevalent 
unfavorable conditions, according 
to

questioned yesterday 


regarding conditions in Germany.-He 
was one of the men who escaped from

In official circles, he says, the war 


is expected to last a long time yet, but 
among the people the opinion is ex- 
pressed by many that the present of- 
fensive on the western front will be 
decisive. 
While the people generally 


are patient, at the same time they 
are anxious for peace. 


Food conditions in the empire are 


extremely bad, he reports. As against 
the disappointment from the failure 
of the Ukraine supplies to come up to 
expectations, 
however, some encour- 


agement was derived from the recent 
rains, which it was hoped, would re- 
sult in the 
production of better crops 


at home than last year. 


Nothing appears in the German pa- 
pers, he says, regarding the many ef- 
fective enemy air raids upon German 
cities. 


Owing to the scarcity of all kinds 


jf commodities, robberies and burglar- 
ies have greatly increased, and even 
in the first class hotels the guests do 
not venture to leave their clothing or 
shoes outside their doors for cleaning. 
As for soap, one finds it necessary, he 
.says, to keep it in one's pockets.

WASHINGTON, June 25.—After a 


conference with President Wilson at 
the White House yesterday, a delega- 
tion of senators supporting the house 
resolution for submission to the states 
of a federal 
suffrage 
constitutional 


amendment predicted that the resolu- 
tion would be parsed by the senate 
next Thursday. They said the presi- 
dent was "very enthusiastic" in his 
support of the amendment. 


The president is understood to have 


reiterated his belief thp,t the suffrage 
resolution is an important war mea- 
sure and vital in its effects both upon 
this country and abroad. 
The adop- 


tion of the resolution, the president is 
said to have told the senators, will 
prove a striking demonstration of the 
democracy 
existing 
in 
the 
United 
States. ' Members of the delegation 
said the president feels it would be 
difficult for peoples of some foreign 
nations to understand rejection of an 
equal franchise proposal in view of 
the often expressed democratic war 
aims of this country, in most of the 
European nations the masses do not 
understand 
the 
distinctions in the 


United States 
between 
federal and 
state jurisdiction and for that reason 
the president is reported as feeling 
that an adverse vote on the resolution 
might be misinterpreted. 


"The 
president i.s in the fight to 


win," said Senator Ransdell of Louis- 
iana after the conference, which the 
delegation sought in preparation for 
the vote on the resolution scheduled 
for 
Thursday. 


The democratic national 
congres- 


sional committee at a meeting last 
night adopted unanimously a resolu- 
tion urging the passage of the suffrage 
amendment by the senate. The reso-

HOUSES NEEDED 


The officials of (he United States government 
concerned 
with th 


housing problem in this city will have to deal with an allied necessity o 
almost equal importance, namely, that of providing hoarding houses 
b 


restaurants in which the operatives can get their meals at a reasonabl 
rate and without undue delay. 


At the present time, on account of the steady increase in the price o 


food, nobody cares to go into the boarding house business. 
Those win 


are in it, with the exception of the quick lunch rooms, Bud it difficult ' 
make both ends meet. Nor is this surprising when beef steak has reach* 
the price of 70 cents a pound, with the cost of 
other table necessarie 


proportionately high. 


It would be 
well if 
the government 
opened a 
few 
big boardin 


houses in which several thousand people could be accommodated. 
Th 


mere fact of buying in large quantities might enable them to give fairl; 


{rood board at reasonable rates. It is war time, of course, and ^the lav 
of conservation on certain lines of food will necessitate changes in tin 
bill of fare that the ordinary street boarding house cannot very well en 
force. With the one under government control, 
the case 
would be dif 


ferent. 
The boarders would not be so likely to kick over the quality o 


wn; bread, the substitution 
of fish for 
meat occasionally, and compli 


ance with the various other 
rules laid down from time to time by thi 


food administration. 


In spite of the alleged scarcity of lodging places, it is claimed that 


there are 
many acceptable rooms unoccupied in different parts of 
the 


city because there are no boarding places in the vicinity. 


This then, is one of the matters that should receive 
attention at 
the 


same time as the housing problem, inasmuch as its proper solution would 


help an equally large number of workers. 


THE 
ITALIAN 
VICTORY 


It seems that the rout of the Austrians by Italy is one of the most 


important victories yet won in behalf 
of the allies in the present.war 


It comes, too, at a most opportune time, as it will assuredly relieve the 


pressure by the Germans on the western front. 


Indeed, the Austrian drive was planned to aid the Germans in thei 


operations in the west, and now that it has had an opposite effect, it re 
mains for the allies to make the most of it by enabling Italy not only to 
hold the ground gained, but to drive the Austrians back to the Isonzo. 


Indeed, in view of the disorder prevailing in Austria at the presen 


time if this victory be followed up, there may be a chance to gain such 
advantage as will force her to surrender. 


With the Germans preparing to strike another blow in the west, the 


allies cannot weaken the defenses of Paris or of the Channel, but Gen- 
eral Foch can be relied upon to render the greatest aid possible to Italy 
in this glorious opportunity. 


Thus far, the Italian victory has upset all the war plans of Ger- 


many and it may have far reaching results in changing the whole aspect 
of the war and hastening its termination. 


TURKEY'S WAR AIMS 


Judging from the war aims of Tur- 


key as given out through Turkish and 
Berlin newspapers, 
the 
Sultan lias 


been filled to the eyes with the same 
kind of stuff that keeps the German 
people under tHe spell of an unprece- 
dented victory to come. 


Turkey wants the surrender ot all 


parts of Palestine and Mesopotamia 
now occupied by England; she wants 
the restoration of her domination in 
Egypt, with domination of Persia and 
the eradication of British influence in 
both Egypt and 
Persia. Then 
she 


wants an Ottoman prince in the Cri- 
mea, a German prince in Georgia, and 
an Austrian prince in Armenia, as re- 
gents. In addition to this she wants 
Austria to keep the occupied parts of 
northern Italy until Tripoli and other 
provinces are returned to Turkey. 


Evidently Turkey believes that there 


will be a general subdivision of the 
allied nations among the Central Pow- 
ers but Turkey will be fortunate if 
she be allowed to retain her foothold 
in Europe. Next to the Kaiser 
the 


Sultan of Turkey is the worst sinner 
against Christianity and even against 
humanity itself. It is not impossible 
that even the Sultan as well as Em- 
peror Carl, will soon have their minds 
disabused of the stuff 
which they 


have been accepting as gospel truth 
from the Kaiser. 


It is really astounding that a people 


BO ingenious as the 
Germans 
have 


been so easily deluded as to the pow- 
er, the intentions and the resources of 
the 
Entente 
Allies and even to a 


greater extent in 
reference to 
the 


United States. 


Until quite recently, the Germans be- 


lieved the United States wouldn't fight. 
Still later they concluded we couldn't 
fight, but now they are getting a 
practical demonstration of the 
fact 


that we can and we will flght. 


Austria is practically ready to quit. 


Bulgaria is also complaining and Tur- 
key is not much better off. All three 
are sick of the war and, like the Ger- 
man people, are anxious to have the 
Kaiser call it off and let them enjoy 
the fruits of the world domination that 
the Kaiser has promised. 


But before tliat comes the Teutons 


will have to conquer the Allies and 
1hey are no nearer to that goal today 
than they were several 
years 
ago. 


They aro beginning to discover that 
they are doomed to defeat, but 
the 


Kaiser will not admit 
it 
until 
the 


Allies shall have reached the gates of 
Berlin.

WASHINGTON. June 
23.—Contin- 


gent fee agencies, commissioned by 
big tax payers lo file amended returns 
in which advantage is taken of all 
available technicalities to reduce tuxes 
are operating extensively throughout 
the United States, tending to deprive 
the government of millions of dollars. 
These reports reached the 
internal 


revenue bureau just as it was gather- 
ing in the lost harvest of income and 
excess profits taxes, due tonight at 
the latest. Taxes not paid today will 
be subject to imposition of the pen- 
alty of live per cent and one per cent 
a month additional. 
Scores of men who have, familiarized 


themselves with technical phases of 
the revenue law particularly relating 
To reductions 
allowable are canvas- 


sing concerns which have made their 
returns and paid their taxes, it is re- 
ported, proposing that .they be em- 
ployed to v/ork out new returns on 
which the nix payment would be less, 
and be- compensated with a percentage 
of the amnunt of taxes saved 
the 


concern. These agents then have the 
co.ncerns nle amended returns and ap- 
ply for refund of ihe over-payment. 


Tax officials are planning steps to 


stop the abuse of the system. 
There 


is no legal objection, they point out. 
to the employment of expert profes- 
sional advice in .making out returns 
originally or even in correcting gross 
errors which cause injustice lo tax- 


payers. Somo professional tax advis- 
ers', however, have persuaded concerns 
virtually to falsify records of salaries 
or other expenses In order to increase 
exemptions on which tax is not paid. 


Commissions of these tax experts, 


it is said, range Aip to 30 per cent.
